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The  Guido  to  the  County  Archives  of  Indians.,  of  which  this  volume 
for  Adams  county  constitutes  a  part,  was  prepared  for  the  primary  pur- 
pose of  furnishing  officials,  students  of  history,  and  the  citizens  of 
the  community  with  a  convenient  tool  for  their  use  in  consulting  the 
county  records.     It  is  also  hoped  the  inf ormation  contained  in  these 
volumes  will  encourage  the  public  in  general  to  take  a  greater  interest 
in  "better  measxu-es.    It  is  hoped  the  information  presented  herein  con- 
cerning the  present  housing  and  care  of  records  and  accomodations  for 
persons,  tirho  may  wish  to  consult  then,  will  prove  to  have  value  for 
officials  and  the  general  citizenry* 

The  inventory  of  records  v;as  made  during  the  period  April  6  to 
May  15,  193S,  under  tupervision  of  S.  J,  Kagan,  State  Director;  Harry  . 
I.!.  V/illiams:,  District  Supervisor;  and  Roy  Bates,  District  Research 
Editor.    The  field  workers  vrero-  Earl  Hcnsel,  Frank  I.'airre.y,  Valdo  V.rilkcrson, 
Edv:ard  Sigl,  and  Charles  Gchstein,  all  of  Fort  V/'ayne.    Cooperation  rras 
given  by  the  county  and  Works  Progress  Administration  officials  to  make 
this  survey  successful.    The  field  workers  rearranged  the  "bur."  roc:.:  in 
the  Adams  County  courthouse,, 

It  is  the  intention  of  the  editors  to  present  a  complete,  concise 
picture  of  the  records  in  bibliorraphice.l  form.    The  inventory  is  preceded 
with  a  number  of  introductory  sections  to  enlighten  the  reader  concerning 
facts  forming  the  basis  for  the  records.    The  entries  of  the  inventory  are 
carried  in  consecutivo  numbering  for  the  entire  county,  while  the  dcpartr.'.or.t 


arc  arranged  in  alphabetical  order*    Where  it  is  applicable  natural 
groupings  under  a  subject  heading  are  made  within  the  office.    A  cross 
roforence  index  following  the  inventory  is  intended  to  help  the  reader 
locate  records  with  the  loast  effort. 
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HISTORY 

Adams  County,  formerly  Root  Township  of  Allen  County,  in  located 
in  the  northeastern  part  of  the  State,  bounded  on  the  north  by  Allen 
County,  on  the  west  by  Hells  County,  on  the  couth  by  Jay  County,  and  on 
the  east  by  the  Stato  of  Ohio.    It  has  an  area  of  35G  square  miles* 
Decatur  is  the  county  seat  and  other  incorporated  tovms  arc  Berne,  Geneva, 
and  Monroe* 

The  legal  boundaries  of  Adams  County  were  defined  as  follows r 
"Commencing  at  the  southeast  corner  of  Allen  county,  thence  west  with  the 
southern  boundary  of  said  county,  to  the  northhast  corner  of  section  five 
in  township  twenty-eight  range  thirteen,  thence  south  with  the  section 
line  to  the  township  line  between  townships  twenty-four  and  twenty-five, 
thence  cast  with  the  said  township  line  to  the  eastefn  boundary  lino  of 
the  state,  thence  north  with  the  state  lino  to  the  place  of  beginning.11 
(Acts  1834-35  (General),  p.  44.) 

Alien  the  French  missionaries  and  fur  traders  came  into  the  valley  of 
the  Wabash,  all  the  territory  comprising  the  State  of  Indiana  was*  occupied 
and  claimed  by  the  Indians  belonging  to  the  Miami  Confederacy.    The  country 
was  rich  in  furs,  and  one  of  the  most  flourishing  centers  of  that  trade 
grew  up  near  the  junction  of  the  St.  Mary*s  and  St.  Joseph  rivers,  on  the 
present  site  of  Fort  Wayne* 

General  Anthony  Wayne*  s  campaign  of  1794,  and  especially  his  victory 
over  Little  Turtle,  the  Miami  chief,  at  Fallen  Timbers,  broke  the  pov.-er  of 
the  Miami  Confederacy  whose  tribes  resisted  the  settlement  of  the  A'abash 
and  Maumee  valleys.    It  was  along  Indian  trails,  and  roads  built  as  a  result 
of  Wayne's  campaign,  that  the  first  settlers  cane  into  Adams  County. 
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The  old  Rivare  Indian  reservation  figures  prominently  in  the  early 
history  of  the  county.    Tho  tract  comprised  about  1600  acres  of  land  in 
what  is  nov:  St,  Mary's  township*    It  v;as  granted  and  reserved  to  the 
children  of  Cho-a~pin-a~mois,  or  Antoino  Rivard,  a  half -breed,  at  the 
treaty  signed  at  St.  Mary's*  Ohio,  between  the  United  States  land  commiss- 
ioners and  tho  Miami  chiefs  on  October  6,  1618.    The  Indian  title  was- 
later  extinguished  partly  by  purchase  and  partly  by  legal  action. 

The  first  white  settler  of  Adams  County  was;  Henry  Lowe.    In  1319, 
he  located  on  the  old  Godfrey  Trace,  at  the  head  of  the  east  end  of 
"Thompson's  Prairie1'',  in  Blue  Greek  township*    The  following  year  Robert 
Douglas  discovered  about  an  acre  of  cleared  land  at  the  springs  on  St*. 
Mary's  River,  and  decided  to  settle  here.    His  land  v;as  in  Root  Township, 
and  had  been  one  of  Payne's  military  camps*    The  sane  year  William  Robin- 
son came  to  Blue  Creek  township*    However,  all  these  settlers  moved  on 
after  a  year  or  two*    The  first  permanent  settler  was  a  man  named  Thompson 
who  opened  a  rough  sort  of  inn,  sometime  in  1G22,  on  a  tract,  named  after 
him,  as  "Thompson's  Prairie"*    A  Mr*  Ayers  also  came  to  St*  Mary's  Township 
one.  located  on  the  old  V.'aync  Traep  whore-  it  crossed  Twenty-Pour  Pile  Creek. 
It  was  rumor od  that  A,Q^6s  was-  a  deserter  from  the  British  army,  but  among 
the  Americans  of  that  time  added  to  his  popularity  and  success  as  a  tavern- 
keeper.    Before  1826  a  Mr*  Green  became  a  neighbor  of  the  Ayers  family  near 
the  St*  Mary1-?  river. 

0rigi|iallyj  the  territory  nov;  included  v;ithin  Adams  County  was  a  part 
of  Knox,  the  first  county  to  be  organized  in  Indiana.     In  IG20  the  boundaries 
oP  Randolph  County  were  extended  north  to  tho  Michigan  line  thus  including  the 
territory  which  later  became  Adams  County.    Allen  County  was  formed  by  statute 


in  1825  and  the  territory  comprising  Adams'  County  was  attached  to  Allen 
for  judicial  purposes. 

In  1822-28,  Captain  James  Riley,  of  VTillshiro,  Ohio,  a  Government 
surveyor,  laid  out  Root  Township,  Allen  Co\inty,  into  sections.'  Ten  years 
later  Samuel  L,  Rugg  and  John  Reynolds  became  interested  in  tho  orgo.nization 
of  a  new  township  "up  the  St,  Mary's  river"  and  in  a  new  t own  which  they 
hoped  might  "become  a  county  scat,    A  petition  to  that  effect  "as  present  '  o 
the  Commissioners  of  Allen  County  trad  was  granted,    Root  Township  was  organiz 
in  ISco  and  the  first  election  in  what  is  nor:  Adams  County,  was  held  in  the 
cabin  of  Jeremiah  Roc,    Rugg  was  elected  justice  of  the  peace  over  Esaias 
Dailey» 

Root  Township,  Allen  County,  became  Adams  County  by  an  act  of  the  leg- 
islature approved  January  23,  1856«  Monmouth,  the  first  town  in  the  county 
to  be  platted,  was  rocorded  three  days  later. 

On  May  13,  the  Commissioners  appointed  to  locate  the  county  scat  of 
Adams  County.    William  Stewart,  Joseph  H,  McMaken,  Robert  Hood,  and  William 
C,  Johnson  met  and  chose  the  site  offered  by  Thomas  Johnson  as  the  most 
iiuitf'.Mo*   This  tract  of  land  included  what  later  became  tho  business  section 

of  Decatur,  although  the  city  calls  Samuel  L,  Rugg  its  founder.    There  arc 

twelve  townships  in  Adams  County;  Blue  Creel:,  French,  Hartford,  Jefferson.

Kirkland,  Monroe,  Prable,  Root,  St,  Mary's:,  Union,  Tfabash,  and  Washington* 
The  first  jail,  a  double-hewed  log  structure,  *.\ras  completed  in  July, 

1S57.    This  building,  "rfiich  was  used  until  1879,  when  it  was  destroyed  by 

fire,  stood  on  the  southeast  corner  of  the  courthouse  square* 

At  the  Hay,  1859  session  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners,  it  was  decided 

to  erect  a  courthouse.    This  frame  building,  which  stood  on  the  corner  of 
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Madison  and  Third  Streets,  was  thirty  by  forty  foot  in  size  and  tvro 
stories  high.    Court  was  held  on  the  first  floor  and  the  second  was 
divided  off  into  rooms  to  be  occupied  by  the  grand  and  petit  juries. 
The  county  fifficers  appear  to  have  occupied  jjjffiii"  quarters  until  1849, 
when  two  small  brick  buildings  were  erected  on  the  northeast  and  south- 
cast  corners  of  the  square  for  their  use. 

The  cornerstone  of  the  present  courthouse  was  laid  with  Masonic 
and  Odd  Fellows  ceremonies  on  July  4,  1872,  and  completed  the  nerefc  year. 
It  is  constructed  of  Philadelphia  pressed  brick,  Berca  candstono  and  iron, 
with  marble  flooring.    The  building  is  "two  stories  high,  seventy  by  ono 
hundred  twenty  feet  in  size,  with  a  mansard  roof  and  a  tower* 

At  tho  first  county  election  hold  in  April,  10SG,  John  3.  Rhea, 
Samuel  Smith,  and  William  Heath,  Sr.,  were  elected  Commissioners* 
Sanuel  L.  Rugg  became  Clerk  and  David  I.IcKnight,  Sheriff.    The  Commissioners 
held  their  first  meeting  May  0,  1836,  when  tho  organization  of  the  county 
was  carried  a  step  further.    Jeremiah  Hoo  was  appointed  Treasurer,  David 
I.IcKnight,  Assessor,  and  John  K*  Evans,  collector  of  state  and  county  revenues:* 
The  county  was  also  divided  into  commissioners  and  road  districts. 

On  March  1875,  the  school  examiners1  office  was  abolished  and  the  office 
of  School  Superintendent  v.Tas  created.    Daniel  D.  Heller  v.-as  the  first  to 
fill  this  post.    A.  J.  Eutchens  v.ras  chosen  Agricultural  Agent  in  December 
1915,  the  first  to  hold  this  office* 


GOVERNMENTAL  ORGANIZATION  AND  RECORDS  SYSTEM 

Tho  county  servos  as  a  unit  for  tho  maintenance  of  peuco  through 
the  Sheriff;  tho  administration  of  justice  through  tho  judicial  circuit; 
tho  administration  of  Y/clfare  r:orl:  through  hospitals,  inf irmarics",  o.nd 
Door  relief  systems;  the  administration  of  public  vrorks,  such  as  highv.-ays, 
buildings  and  drainage  system;  the  imposition  and  collection  of  taxes;  tho 
holding  of  elections-;  tho  administration,  to  a  limited  degrco,  of  education 
and  enforcement  of  State  laws  and  decrees. 

The  General  Assembly  conferred  upon  the  board,  doing  business  in  Adams 
County,  pov.rcrs  of  a  local  administrative  character  (1  Indiana  Rev.  Stat.,  . 
1852). 

Tho  business  of  Adams  County  is  executed  and  discharged  by  a  group 
of  officials,  some  elected  and  some  appointed.    The  Constitution  directs: 
that  there  shall  be  elected  by  the  people,  at  the  time  of  holding  general 
cloctions,  a  Cleric  of  tho  Circuit  Court,  Auditor,  Rocordcr,  Treasurer, 
Sheriff,  Coronor,  and  Surveyor  (Indiana  Const.,  Art*  G,  Sec.  2);  and  that 
such  other  county  office,  as  may  bo  necessary,  shnll  bo  olocted  and  appoint 
ed  in  such  manner  as  may  be  prescribed  by  lav/.    (Indiana  Const. y  Art.  G, 
Soc.  5).    From  this  clause,  the  General  Assembly  prescribed  the  elective 
offices  of  Assessor  (Acts  101S,  Burrs  64-1101  ^14200/);  and  Council  (Acts 
1890;  Burns  26-502  ^5oQZ/)r  and  the  appointive  offices;  Health  Commissioner 
(Acts  1899,  Burns  26-501  /58G27).    Agricultural  Agent  (Acts  1925,  Burns 
23-4911);  Highway  Supervisor  (Acts.  1955,  Burns  56-1110);  and  Board  of 
Public  ".Vclfaro  (Acts  1956,  Special  Session,  Burns  52-1117).    The  establish- 
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mcnt  of  or.ch  of  thoso  offices  caused  tho  beginning  of  separate  records 
as  prescribed  by  the  Conoral  Assembly  voider  tho  provisions  for  each 
reepcotive  office.  .  Sinco  the  Board  of  Public  Yfelfare  \ma  organized  in 
1956,  there  are,  as  yet,  no  records-.    A  Board  of  Turnpike  Director:;-  was 
established  in  1870  and  abolished  in  1013.    Tho  jurisdiction  of  tho 
directors  v:as  thon  transferred  to  tho  County  Commissioners. 

Tho  Constitution  also  provides-  that  the  State  shall,  from  time  to 
time,  bo  divided  into  judicial  circuits  and  a  judge  elected  for  each 
circuit,  vdth  a  Prosecuting  Attorney.    The  twenty- sixth  judicial  circuit, 
comprising  Adams  County,  was  established  in  1903  (Acts  1003,  Burns  4-332 
/l40£7) . 

Between  the  adoption  of  tho  Constitution  of  1316  and  the  Constitution 
of  1851,  practically  no  changes  were  made  in  tho  form  of  government  in 
Adams  County,    Following  this  period  to  the  present  time,  changes-  were 
mainly  enlargements  of  the  government,  such  as  the  creation  of  the  offices 
above.    As-  a  protection  to  tho  taxpayers  of  each  county,  the  Board  of 
Review  was  established  (Acts-  1019,  Burns  64-122  /14205/),  and  later  followed 

tho  foliation  of  the  Board-  of  Tax  Adjustments  (Acts  1033,  Burns  64-304). 

The  administration  of  education  in  Adams  1  county  (outside  of  municipal 
corporations)  is  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  County  Board  of  Education 
and  the  County  Superintendent  of  Schools*    (Acts  1889,  1911,  1913,  and  1027j 
Burns  28-702  fiSQlJ) . 

As  each  office  was  created,  the  General  Assembly  proscribed  the  type  of 
records  which  should  be  kept,  in  many  cases-  listing  tho  particular  form  of 
the  page.    Adams  County  was  allov:ed  its  own  form  of  nccounting  until,  in  1909, 
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the  legislature  established  the  State  Board  of  Accounts  which  "shall 
formulate,  prescribe  and  install  a  system  of  accounting  and  reporting 
which  shall  be  uniform  for  ovcry  public  office  of  the  some  class*" 
(Acts  1909,  Burns  60-202  /l2- 6377).    Under  this  new  lev;,  seme  of  tho 
records  ivere  combined  to  eliminate  separation,  duplication  and  over- 
lapping.   The  law  also  permits  the  use  of  bound  looselcaf  records  in 
almost  all  cases'  where  the  records  are  typed*    The  quality  of  the  paper 
and  ink,  binding  and  rebinding  practices  are  left  to  the  judgment  of  the 
Board  of  County  Commissioners,  except  that  a  good  quality  is  ashed* 

"..henever  it  may  bo  necessary  for  the  preservation  of  the  records  for 
any  office  of  Adorns  County  from  mutilation,  the  Board  of  Commiss ionors 
issue  an  order  directing  the  officer  in  charge  to  copy  and  transcribe  the 
record  for  preservation*.    (Acts  1377,  Burns  26-204  /gOOz"/)*    Such  recorder

HOUSING  OF  PUBLIC  RiiCOIlDS 

Tho  Adams  County    courthouse,  constructed  in  1872-1573,  of  pressed 
brick  with  stone  trim,  is  100'  by  GO 1  by  60',  allowing  360,000  cubic  feet 
in  space.     The  building  houses  tho  offices  of  Agricultural  Agent,  in  the 
basement;  Assessor,  Auditor,  Clerk,  Commissioners ,  Recorder,  Surveyor,  and 
Treasurer,  on  the  first  floor;  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  Sheriff  on 
tho  second  floor;  and  two  "bun"  roons,  in  attic  and  basement.     It  is  ap- 
proximately 75/o  fireproof,  but  only  5%  of  tho  records  are  housed  in  fire- 
proof vaults  • 

The  Agricultural  Agent's  bureau,  located  in  the  northwest  corner  of 
the  basement,  measures  27'  by  23*  by  10',  with  three  doors  7'  by  3',  and 
four  windows  5'  by  3'.     It  has  a  hardwood  floor,  coiling  and  walls,  fire- 
proof plaster,  all  in  excellent  condition.    The  ventilation  and  atmospheric 
conditions  are  good,  and  tho  room  is  clean  and  dry.     There  is  one  steel 
file  cabinet,  with  boxes  IS"  docp,  which  houses  all  records  of  this  bureau. 
The  room  is  not  crowded,  allowing  ample  space  for  future  expansion  with 
now  shelving.    Two  large  desks,  three  tables,  and  chairs  provide  excell- 
ent accommodations  for  users.    Approximately  all  of  the  bureau's  records 

The  Assessor's  bureau,  located  in  the  south-center  section  of  tho  first 
floor,  measures  24'  by  14'  by  15',  with  one  door  7'  by  3',  and  one  double- 
door  6'  by  6'.     Tho  floor  is  linolsum-covered  hardwood,  plaster  ceiling  and 
walls,  all  in  oxcollent  condition.     Tho  ventilation  and  atmosphoric  condi- 
tions are  very  rood,  and  it  is  clean  and  dry.    Along  tho  wost  wall,  there 
are  100'  of  wood  shelving,  all  of  which  aro  occupied  with  bound  volumes. 
It  is  not  crowded,  allowing  plenty  of  space  for  expansion  with  new  shelv- 
ing.   One  table,  a  desk, and  several  chairs  provide  good  accommodations  for 
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users  • 

Tho  Auditor's  bureau,  locatod  in  the  northeast  corner  of  tho  first 
floor,  measures  38'  by  21'  by  16',  with  one  door  10 1  by  3',  and  two  win- 
dows 10'  by  3'.     'fhe  floor  is  linoleun-covored  hardwood,  plaster  coiling 
and  walls,  all  in  excellent  condition.    Tho  ventilation  and  atmospheric 
conditions  aro  good,  and  it  ±s:  cloan  and  dry*    Along  the  west  wall,  there 
are  42'  of  stool  and  wood  shelving,  all  of  which  aro  occupied  with  bound 
volume s $  while  file  boxes,  under  a  from;  counter,  provide  72'  of  unbound 
materials.    The  room  is  not  crowded,  allowing  plenty  of  3pace  for  new  sholv- 
ing,  and  it  is  recommended  that  this  space  be  allotted  for  tho  proper  hous- 
ing of  these  records.    All  of  tho  bureau's  records  are  stored  here. 

The  Clerk's  bureau,  located  in  the  northwest  corner  of  the  first  floor, 
comprises  three  rooms,  a  main  of rice,  private  office  and  east  room.  The 
main  office  measures  26'  by  19'  by  18*,  with  three  doors  3'  by  Z'g1 1  and 
two  windows  8f  by  3'.    Tho  floor  is  concrete,  coiling  and  walls,  painted 
plastor,  all  in  good  condition.    Tho  ventilation  and  atmospheric  condi- 
tions are  good,  and  it  is  clean  and  dry.    Along  tho  north  wall,  under  tho 
main  counter,  -chore  are  110'  of  metal  and  wood  shelving,  all  of  which  aro

The  floor  is  hardwood,  ceiling  and  walls,  painted  plaster,  all  in  excell- 
ent; condition.    Tho  ventilation  and  atmosphoric  conditions  are  excellent, 
and  the  room  is  clean  and  dry.    -"-long  the  north  and  south  walls,  there  are 
24*  of  metal  and  wood  shelving,  all  of  which  are  occupied  with  bound  vol- 
umes.

Tne  ventilation  and  atmospheric  condi- 
tions aro  good, and  the  room  is  clean  and  dry.     Thore  is  ample  space  for 
expansion,  and  only  2%  of  the  bureau's  records  are  kept  hore,  while  -oho 
rest  are  housed  in  tne  Auditor's  office.

Tho  Recorder's  bureau,  located  in  the  couth  section  of  the  first  floor, 
measures  33'  by  25'  by  18',  with  one  door  10 1  by  3',  and  two  windows  8' 
by  Sg*.    The  floor  is  linolsum-covered  Hardwood,  plaster  ceiling  and  -.vails, 
all  in  good  condition.     Tho  ventilation  and  atmospheric  conditions  are  good 


and  it  is  cloan  and  dry.    Along  the  walla,  undor  a  Ion;;  counter,  tnore 
are  76'  of  stool  roller  shelving,  of  which  67'  aro  occupied  with  bound 
volur.es,  while  filing  cabinets  provide  3'  of  boxoc  14"  deep.

The  Superintendent  of  Schools'  bureau,  looated  in  tne  southeast  sec- 
tion of  the  second  floor,  measures  21'  by  20*  by  15T,  xvith  tvvo  doors  71 
by  3',  and  8'  by  3 5 •    The  floor  is  linoleum-covered  hardwood,  plaster 
coiling  and  walls,  all  in  excellent  condition.    The  ventilation  and  at- 
mospheric conditions  are  good,  and  the  room  is  clean  and  dry.     There  are 
12*  of  shelving,  of  which  8'  are  occupied  with  unbound  materials  in  boxes 
18"  deep.

Adams 
County  is  divided,  into  four  councilmanic  districts  with  one 
councilman  oloctad  by  tho  electors  of  each  district,  and  three 
others  elected  at  large  by  the  electors  of  the  entire  county 
(Acts  1399;  Burns  25-502  /568Z/)  .

HIGHWAY  SUPERVISOR 

The  county  highway  system  was,  at  one  time,  administered 
by  the  Superintendent  of  Highways  who  vms  appointed  by  the. 
County  Commissioners  for  a  term  of  four  years,  and  many  records 
bear  his  name  and  title.        This  office  was  established  in  1913 
and  abolished  March  1,  1933,  and  the  powers  and  duties  given 
to  the  Surveyor  (Acts  1913,  1933;  Burns  56-1113) .     In  order  to 
provide  for  necessary  supervision  in  the  counties  warranting 
more  attention  than  the  Surveyor  can  give,  the  Board  of  County 
Commissioners  of  any  count:;  Qf  the  State  of  Indiana  has  the  right 
to  employ  any  person  other  than  the  Surveyor  as  supervisor  of 
county  highways,  and  such  officer  is  called  the  Highway  Super- 
visor (Acts,  1933j  Burns  36-1110).

It  is  the  duty  of  the  board  to  examine,  and  if  it  deems 
necessary,  revise,  charge,  or  reduce,  but  not  increase,  any 
tax  levy  and  any  corresponding  itoms  of  the  budget  on  which 
tho  tax  levies  are  basod,  and  apportion  the  total  of  all  of 
the  levies  so  that  the  total  levy  on  property  within  any 
municipal  corporator  for  which  the  pi-operty  thoroin  is  tax- 
able, shall  not  exceed  the  total  rate  as  provided  by  lev/. 
In  the  event  of  an  emergency,  a  vote  of  at  least  five  members 
is  required  to  fix  the  tax  levy  at  a  higher  rate  than  tho 
lav/  provides.  (ibid.)

Tho  Treasurer  is  a  constitutional  officer  elected  for  a  tern  of 
two  years  and  is  not  eligible  to  servo  ir.oro  than  four  years  in  any 
period  of  six  years*    He  is  nominated  in  the  primary  end  elected  in 
the  regular  election*    lie  is  required  to  execute  his  official  bond  of 
not  less  than  the  air.ount  of  money  which  may  ccrao  into  his  hands  at 
any  time  during  the  term*     (Indiana  Const.,  Art.  6,  Soc.

The  County  Commissioners,  by  virtue  of  •their  office,  were  con- 
stituted a  board  of  turnpike  directors,  by  an  Act  of  1379.    The  manage- 
ment and  control  of  all  free  turnpikes  in  the  county  was  vested  in  the 
board.    The  county  was  divided  into  three  districts,  and  each  director 
had  personal  supervision  of  one  district.    They  had  the  power  to  appoint 
suitable  persons  to  superintend  the  v.'orh  of  repairs;  contract  for  labor 
and  materials;  enter  upon  lands  to  take  gravel  and  to  give  certificates 
of  payment;  and  to  appoint  a  clerk  of  the  board,     (Acts  1379). 

An  Act  of  1905  superceded  the  Act  of  1379  and  all  its  cr.cndr.onts , 
which  did  not  materially  change  the  functions  of  the  turnpike  directors. 
(Acts  1905). 

An  Act  passed  in  1913  repealed  the  Act  of  1905  and  abolished  the 
Turnpike  Directors  as  an  administrative  board,  transferring  their 
jurisdiction  to  the  I3oa"-"d  of  Comi.iis  si  oners ,  with  authority,  at  their 
discretion^  to  appoint  a  Superintendent  of  Highways  (g.  v.)  in  counties 
having  more  than  two  hundred  miles  of  highways.    In  event  the  Board  of 
Commissioners  does  not  make  such  appointment,  and  in  all  otk~r  counties, 
the  Survcvor  exercises  such  supervision.     (Acts  1915).
